Infantile  Mortality. 

I am  glad  to  note  a decrease  in  the  mortality  of  Infants 
under  one  year,  there  being  22  (two  less  than  the  previous  year), 
giving  a Death  Rate  of  56  '9.  It  is  very  satisfactory,  and  much 
lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  is  75  per  1,000 
Births.  Of  these  22  Deaths,  11  were  due  to  Congenital  Defects, 
and  Premature  Birth,  the  remaining  ones  from  Bronchitis, 
Pneumonia,  and  Convulsions. 

The  Infantile  Deaths  occurred  in  the  following  parishes  : — 
Dinnington,  8;  Anston,  6;  Wales,  4;  Harthiil,  2;  Firbeck,  2.

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Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  year  in  review  has  been  a particularly  full  one  with 
regard  to  Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  assumed  such  proportions  that 
the  accommodation  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  proved  inadequate. 

I regret  to  say  that  three  Deaths  occurred. 

A Special  Report  has  been  prepared  on  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  and  will  shortly  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Members  of  the 
Council. 

Twenty -four  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported,  with  one 
fatal  result. 

A Table  of  Notifiable  Diseases  is  inserted,  showing  the  ages 
of  those  affected,  and  the  localities  where  they  occurred. 

Tuberculosis. 

Seventy  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified 
during  the  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  twenty  over  1924.  The 
only  explanation  I can  offer  is  the  overcrowded  condition  of 
certain  parts  of  the  district. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tubercular  Diseases,  such 
as  glands,  bones,  etc.,  have  been  notified,  which  makes  a total 
of  ninety-one,  which  is  appalling  in  a District  such  as  yours. 

Tuberculosis  in  all  forms  was  responsible  for  eight  deaths 
during  the  year  in  review,  which  goes  to.  prove  that  the  condition 
is  detected  in  a very  early  stage,  or  that  the  majority  of  the  cases 
are  very  slight,  or  the  treatment,  as  adopted  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  is  very  efficacious.  Many  of  the  cases  have 
received,  and  are  receiving,  Sanatorium  treatment.

No  provision  made  for  nursing  cases  of  infectious  disease  in 
the  home. 

The  duties  under  the  notification  of  Births  Act  are  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council,  who  have  nurses  resident  in  the 
District. 

Midwives. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  carried  out  by  the  County

Water  Supply. 

The  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington,  Harthill,  Thorpe  Salvin, 
Todwick,  Throapham,  and  Wales,  are  supplied  with  water  in 
bulk  from  Sheffield  Corporation.  The  remaining  Parishes 
(Firbeck,  Gildingwells,  Letwell,  and  Woodsetts)  obtain  their 
supply  from  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  installations  at  Todwick,  Wales  Bar,  Firbeck,  and 
Thorpe  Salvin,  continue  satisfactory  with  bi-weekly  attention. 

HARTHILL. — A complete  new  system  of  sewerage  has  been 
designed,  and  the  work  will  shortly  be  undertaken ; the 
sewerage  will  flow  to  theAV ales  Sewage  Works,  which  will 
be  enlarged  under  the  new  design. 

WALES. — Several  lengths  of  defective  sewers  at  Wales  and 
Kiveton  Park,  and  others  of  unsatisfactory  gradient,  will 
be  relaid.  The  Sewage  Works  will  be  entirely  remodelled, 
the  existing  plant  having  proved  to  be  inadequate. 

DINNINGTON. — Extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been  carried 
out  at  Dinnington  in  connection  with  the  various  housing 
schemes.  Improvements  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
carried  out  during  the  year,  have  been  the  provision  of  a 
new  dosing  chamber  and  two  additional  filters ; the  dis- 
tributing apparatus  has  also  been  replaced  with  an  improved 
type,  and  a good  effluent  is  now  being  obtained.  Other 
extensions  are  proceeding 

ANSTON. — These  Sewage  Works  are  now  too  small  or  out- 
grown and  extensions  to  the  filters  and  sludge  disposal 
facilities  are  required. 

WEST  THORPE. — No  satisfactory  drainage  is  provided  and 
sewage  enters  the  canal  untreated. 

WALES  WOOD. — A proper  sewerage  scheme  required. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

See  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 
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Scavenging. 

The. removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council  in  the  Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington,  Harthill,  Thorpe 
Salvin,  Woodsetts  and  AVales,  and  the  work  continues  to  be 
carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner.  The  remaining  Parishes 
(Firbeck,  Gildingwells,  Letwell,  Todwick  and  Throapham)  are 
scaveng'ed  by  owners  of  property. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

School  Closure. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  recommend  the  closure  of  the  whole 
of  the  departments  of  the  Dinnington  Council  School  from  October 
5th  to  October  30th,  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever 
amongst  the  school  children  at  Dinnington.

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HOUSING. 


General  Housing  Conditions. 

There  is  a shortage  of  houses  in  the  Parishes  of  Anston,, 
Dinnington,  Harthill,  Wales  and  Woodsetts,  and  the  measures 
taken  by  the  Council  and  Private  enterprise  to  meet  this  shortage 
during  the  past  five  years  result  as  follows  : —

Overcrowding. 

A considerable  amount  of  overcrowding  still  exists  within  the 
Parishes  of  Anston,  Dinnington,  Harthill,  Wales  and  Woodsetts. 
The  cause  of  this  overcrowding  is  principally  by  members  of  2 
(sometimes  3)  families  occupying  the  same  house,  and  to  a lesser 
degree  by  large  families  occupying  small  houses. 

Fitness  of  Houses. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  satisfactory, 
although  several  small  blocks  of  property  are  unfit  or  not  in  all 
respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation  ; a few  of  the  houses 
are  also  of  the  back-to-back  type.  The  general  character  of 
defects  found  to  exist  in  unfit  houses  are  (1)  defective  house  roofs 
and  walls;  (2)  defective  floors,  staircases,  etc.  ; (3)  insufficient  or 
defective  light  and  ventilation  ; (4)  defective  sinks,  drainage, 

etc. 

Action  as  Regards  Unfit  Houses. 

Practically  no  action  has  been  taken  regarding  houses  abso- 
lutely unfit  for  human  habitation  on  account  of  the  acute  housing 
shortage  in  the  area.  Until  further  accommodation  is  available 
for  the  affected  tenants,  I am  unable  to  recommend  closure  of  the 
unfit  houses. 

Many  improvements  have  been  carried  out  respecting  houses 
not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation,  by  the 
service  of  statutory  notices  upon  the  Owners  under  the  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Acts. 


Unhealthy  Areas 

Representation  was  made  to  the  Council  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  suggesting  a reconstruction 
scheme  under  section  39  (b)  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1890,  with  regard  to  property  numbers  20  to  46  West 
Street,  South  Anston  (total  14  houses).

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Milk  produced  in  the  district  was  usually  found  to  be 
genuine  quality,  many  samples  having  been  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  Analysis.  The  Milk  vessels,  etc.,  used  for  the  stor- 
age and  distribution  of  milk  were  generally  found  to  be  clean, 
although  in  a few  instances  notices  had  to  be  served  requiring 
proper  cleanliness  of  such  vessels,  etc. 

The  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
Act,  1915,  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council,  who  appoint  a 
Veterinary  Inspector  to  deal  with  tuberculous  cattle  under  the  Act. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Miik=shops  Orders. 

Regular  and  frequent  visits  are  made  to  all  Cowsheds  in  the 
district  and  many  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  recent 
years.  Special  attention  is  also  given  to  cleanliness  in  Cowsheds, 
etc.,  and  notices  requiring  cleansing  or  limewashing  are  immedi- 
ately served  upon  any  Cow-keeper  neglecting'  to  attend  to  this 
matter. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Regular  visits  are  made  at  the  time  of  slaughter  to  all 
slaughter-houses  in  the  district  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924.  The  shops  and  stalls  used  for  the  sale  of 
meat  and  other  goods  were  also  frequently  inspected.  978  visits 
were  made  to  slaughter-houses  during  the  year,  resulting  in  the 
carcases  of  5 beasts  and  2 pigs  being  condemned  and  destroyed  on 
account  of  tuberculosis ; these  were  disposed  of  at  the  destructor 
works  at  Dinnington.
